‘Okeechobee Level 
Hits Record Low 


The Jacksonville district of- 
fice, Corps of Engineers an- 
nounced today that Lake Okee- 
chobee has reached its lowest 
stage in the past ten years. 
^ On Mar. 13 the water sur- 
face in the lake was 12.2 feet 
above mean sea level accord- 
ing to L. A. Farrer, chief of 
Lake regulations section. This 
level is the lowest level since 
the dry period in the '40 when 


the lake dropped to 11.6 feet. | 


The low stage has caused 
some curtailment of navigation 
,pn the lake and has reduced 
he water supply available for 
use in the agricultural area 
around the lake. This unusual- 
ly low stage was caused by 
rainfall and runoff from the 
Okeechobee watershed being 
far below normal for the past 


year. 


Average rainfall over the 
area during 1955 was about 35 
piches below the normal fall. 
The lake has dropped about 
14 feet during the last. six 
months 

Forecasts by the Corps of En- 
gineers show that with normal 
rainfall during the next three 
months the lake surface will 
drop another half-foot. 

The Engineers also stated that 
some water must be discharged 
b the Everglades water conser- 
vation area during the next few 
weeks at pumping station 5A 
on West Palm Beach canal since 
recently installed new pump 
bearings must be tested.

| Warren said that although the 
lgas burns with more intense 
heat than gasoline, the safety 
features of the tank make the 
LP safer to use. 

The fire department has re- 
ceived a different kind of self- 
contained breathing apparatus 
called the Scott Airpak. The 
mask uses a 30 minute cylinder 
for use in chemical fires and 
underwater rescue operations.

“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
ined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the county 
where the principal place of business is, which registration shall 
consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed by 
all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all those 
interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the interest of 
each, and the fictitious name under which said business is carried 
on. Said registration may not be made until the person or per- 
sons desiring to-engage in business under a fictitious name shall 
have advertised his or their intention to register said fictitious 
name at least once a weck for four (4) consecutive weeks in some 
newspaper as defined by law in the county where said registration 
is to be made, and said registration shail not be accepted by the 
clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving proof of such pub-
